Sorry, Rita but 1 think there is only one solution and that 
is to use paint and varnish remover and then start all over 
again. Probably what happened is that you waxed the 
tables too soon after applying the varnish. The solvents 
in wax will soften varnish that has not had time to dry 
properly. The wax and varnish mix together and the re­ 
sult is just a mess. Varnish that has dried several days, 
and to a hard finish, should not be affected in this m a n ­ 
ner. I always use paste wax instead of spray wax. Next 
time around let the varnish “ a g e ’’ for several days before 
applying any wax. Hope this helps as I. too, learned the 
hard way.—MR A. H. R.

voters. 
Both houses have passed 
their separate versions of such 
a bill but nothing has been 
done yet about repaying local 
governmental 
units 
for 
the 
revenue they will lose - about 
$14 million. 
The governor favors levying 
a new tax or increasing some 
existing tax to make up the 
difference, but most legislators 
are against that approach. 
Sen. 
William 
J. 
Cason, 
D-Clinton, president pro tem 
of the Senate and sponsor of 
the Senate bill, says there is 
plenty 
of 
general 
revenue 
money 
to 
repay 
the 
local 
governments without any new 
or increased tax. 
All the Legislature has to 
do to accomplish that, he says, 
is to cut out any new programs 
and pare down the executive 
b u d g e t 
accordingly. 
That 
would 
mean 
discarding

maternal and child health care, 
among other things. 
Viewed realistically, there 
seem s

Committees in both houses 
are cranking out bills at a fast 
pace and the dockets of both 
houses are piling up. Normally, 
in a short four- month session 
that has to quit work on bills 
April 30, a bill that isn’t out of 
committee by mid- February 
has little chance to pass. 
Restoration of the death 
penalty is another major issue 
that can be expected to raise

pressure in the next 
three months. A death penalty 
bill has been approved by a

Restructuring the juvenile

and 
revamping the state’s criminal 
code for the first time in more

important issues to be decided 
and work has barely started on 
those. 
Some form o f no- fault 
automobile insurance also is in 
the works but is not very far 
along and different legislators 
have different ideas bout this. 
Campaign spending and a 
tougher conflict of interest law 
did 
not 
get 
passed in the 
special session but are sure to 
come in for major attention in 
the regular session. 
Also moving ahead are bills 
to set up a Missouri Bureau of 
Investigation, 
but 
opinions 
differ as to whether it should 
be under the Highway Patrol or 
a separate agency. 
Various plans to provide 
some form of state aid to 
private and parochial schools 
have been introduced but do 
not seem to be moving very 
fast. 
Bills also are in the works 


to grant immunity to witnesses 
in criminal cases, compensate 
victums of crimes, improve jail 
standards 
and 
expand 
or 
change 
the 
public defender 
system. 
One bill would do away 
w ith 
c o u n ty 
prosecuting 
attorneys and establish full­ 
time district attorneys serving 
several counties. 
A n d , 
o f 
c o u r s e , 
governmental 
reorganization 
will be with the Legislature in 
this and all future sessions as 
the 
lawmakers 
tinker 
with

All in all, there’s a lot to be 
done between now and April 
30.

JEFFERSON CITY — Now 
that 
the 
special 
legislative 
session has passed into history, 
it’s time to take a look at the 
pitfalls lying in wait for the 
regular 
session’s 
next 
three 
months. 
One 
of the big priority 
items 
is already well along 
toward 
passage. 
That 
is 
abolishing the property tax on 
household goods and wearing 
apparel, 
as ordered by the 
voters. 
Both houses have passed 
their separate versions of such 
a bill but nothing has been 
done yet about repaying local 
governmental 
units 
for 
the 
revenue they will lose - about 
$14 million. 
The governor favors levying 
a new tax or increasing some 
existing tax to make up the 
difference, but most legislators 
are against that approach. 
Sen. 
William 
J. 
Cason, 
D-Clinton, president pro tern 
of the Senate and sponsor of 
the Senate bill, says there is 
plenty 
of 
general 
revenue 
money 
to 
repay 
the 
local 
governments without any new 
or increased tax. 
All the Legislature has to 
do to accomplish that, he says, 
is to cut out any new programs 
and pare down the executive 
b u d g e t 
accordingly. 
That 
would 
mean 
discarding 
the 
governor’s proposal for a $5 
m illio n 
appropriation 
for 
maternal and child health care, 
among other things. 
Viewed realistically, there 
seem s 
little 
chance 
the 
Legislature would enact any 
new tax during an election 
year. 


Committees in both houses 
are cranking out bills at a fast 
pace and the dockets of both 
houses are piling up. Normally, 
in a short four- month session 
that has to quit work on bills 
April 30, a bill that isn’t out of 
committee by mid- February 
has little chance to pass. 
Restoration of the death 
penalty is another major issue 
that can be expected to raise 
blood 
pressure in the next 
three months. A death penalty 
bill has been approved by a 
House 
committee 
and 
is 
awaiting debate there. 
Restructuring the juvenile 
tr e a tm e n t 
p ro g ram 
and 
revamping the state’s criminal 
code for the first time in more 
than 
a 
century 
also 
are 
important issues to be decided 
and work has barely started on 
those. 
Some form of no- fault 
automobile insurance also is in 
the works but is not very far 
along and different legislators 
have different ideas bout this. 
Campaign spending and a 
tougher conflict of interest law 
did 
not 
get 
passed in the 
special session but are sure to 
come in for major attention in 
the regular session. 
Also moving ahead are bills 
to set up a Missouri Bureau of 
Investigation, 
but 
opinions 
differ as to whether it should 
be under the Highway Patrol or 
a separate agency. 
Various plans to provide 
some form of state aid to 
private and parochial schools 
have been introduced but do 
not seem to be moving very 
fast. 
Bills also are in the works 


to grant immunity to witnesses 
in criminal cases, compensate 
victumsof crimes, improve jail 
standards 
and 
expand 
or 
change 
the 
public 
defender 
system. 
One bill would do away

attorneys and establish full­ 
time district attorneys serving 
several counties.
